On October 6, 2016, you were served with a Letter of Intention indicating your 
right to respond to the Sheriff's Department’s pending disciplinary action 
against you, as reported under File Number IAB IV2346127. You were also 
advised of your right to review the material on which the discipline was based. 


You did exercise your right to respond. However, after review and consideration 
of the response submitted to support your position, it has been determined that 
the recommended discipline is appropriate. 


You are hereby notified that you are discharged from your position of Deputy 
Sheriff, Item No. 2708A, with this Department, effective as of the close of 
business on November 23, 2016. 


An investigation under File Number IAB IV2346127, conducted by Internal 
Affairs Bureau, coupled with your own statements, has established the 
following:

SUMMARY 


On November 19, 2013, mao reported to supervisors at the Century 
Regional Justice Center Facility that on October 22, 2013, she was forced to orally 
copulate Deputy Hermann Kreimann, whi ended court at the Clara Shortridge 
Foltz Criminal Justice Center. To lll not immediately report the incident 
because she believed Subject Kreimann might “mess” with her case. 


Internal Criminal Investigation Bureau (ICIB) Sergeant Amylynn Hanson Goo | 
investigated the allegations made by Inmate and identified Subject 
Kreimann as the bailiff whom Inmate was alleged to have orally copulated. 


During the course of the criminal investigation, six female inmates were identified who 
alleged varying degrees of sexual misconduct and/or inappropriate behavior on the part 
of Subject Kreimann. All six inmates appeared in court on various dates, from 
November, 2012 through March, 2014, at Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice 
Center, Department 124. The following allegations are in chronological order and were 
made by the six inmates, independent of one another. 


inmate 


Inmate [i cged that while in court from November 7, 2012 through January 3, 2013, 
Subject Kreimann repeatedly solicited sexual favors from her and in return, offered to 
allow her the opportunity to visit with her friend, Inmate ae Inmate 

E: -<in the solicitations and never performed any sexual tavors on Subject 
Kreimann. Inmate [alleged during one court appearance, Subject Kreimann 
unexpectedly exposed his erect penis to her. On another occasion, she alleged he 
exposed his penis and briefly masturbated, but did not ejaculate. 
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Inmate 


Inmate WB attended court at Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, 
Department 124, on March 7, 2013 and March 26, 2014. Inmate [described a 
moment on March 7, 2013, where Subject Kreimann was flirtatious with her and asked 
to see her “titty,” as she was being escorted from the lockup area to Department 124. 
Inmate B refused his request and Subject Kreimann “laughed it off.” 


MEG KORE court at Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice 
Center Department 124, on October 22, 2013, and November 5, 2013. Inmate 
T on October 22, 2013, after her court appearance, Subject Kreimann 
escorted her from the courtroom to an attorney room adjacent to Department 124. In 
the attorney room, he asked her to expose her, “private parts.” She complied and 
dropped her pants and lifted her shirt above her breasts. At Subject Kreimann’s 
instruction, she turned in a circle as he watched. She then replaced her clothing and 
took a seat in a chair, while Subject Kreimann handcuffed her right hand to a metal ring 
attached to the wall. Subject Kreimann then asked her to orally copulate him, and she 
complied. Subject Kreimann ejaculated into her mouth, then instructed her to spit his 
semen into a napkin and to rinse her mouth with a small bottle of mouthwash. Subject 
Kreimann retained both the napkin and mouthwash. He later wrote down her booking 
number and stated that he would place twenty dollars in her inmate account. During the 
November 5, 2013 court appearance, inate 2c with Subject 
Kreimann was uneventful. Subject Kreimann did apologize for not depositing any 
money in her account. The investigation did not discover any evidence of Subject 
Kreimann placing money in her account. 


Inmate 


Inmate [attended court at Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, 
Department 124, on five occasions from November 8, 2013 through March 26, 2013. 
During one court appearance, possibly January 24, 2014, inmate M coed Subject 
Kreimann escorted her from the lockup area to the Department 124 attorney room. In 
the room, he handcuffed one of her hands to the wall. While standing in front of her, he 
groped his crotch mented something to the effect of, “Oh my god, come on, 
let's try it.” Inmate inferred this statement as a solicitation for sex. Inmate| 
declined his request. 


On another court date, February 20, 2014, Subject Kreimann escorted Inmate I 
from the Department 124 lockup to the 14" floor main lockup. On the stairway landing, 
Subject Kreimann searched her by running his hands over her clothes, while cupping 
his hands on her breasts and vagina. After completing the search, he stated, “Whoa.” 
He then instructed her to continue toward the lockup without him. 
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inmate 


Inmate f attended court at Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, 
Department 124, on eleven occasions from August 21, 2013 through March 11, 2014. 
Inmate [a eoe on one of her court dates, Subject Kreimann escorted her from 
the lockup to Department 124. While walking behind her, he made flirtatious comments 
about her appearance. She also believed he was looking at her buttocks when he 
commented, “Look what you made me do.” She turned and saw a bulge in his pants, 
which she recognized as an erection. Later, she was seated in the Department 124 
attorney room with one hand handcuffed to the wall. Subject Kreimann stood in front of 
her, placed his hands on his pants zipper, and asked if she was ready. She understood 
this gesture and comment to mean he wanted her to perform oral sex on him. Inmate 

was shocked, but laughed it off. She performed no sexual acts and the incident 
concluded. 


Inmate 


mea MOE court at Clara Shortridge Foltz Ciminal Justice Center, 
Department 124, on three occasions, April 11, 2013, May 15, 2013 and June 4, 2013. 
Imate tated to the ICIB Investigator that on her first court date on or about 
April 11, 2013, a male deputy escorted her alone from the lock up area to the 
courtroom. As they were walking, the deputy asked her about her case which she told 
him it involved domestic violence. His response to her was, “If | was your boyfriend you 
would never have to worry about me hitting you.” Inmate i stated she found the 
comment odd, and chose not to respond to it. 


On the next court date, on or about May 15, 2013, she recognized that the same deputy 
again was escorting her to the courtroom is occasion, the deputy told her he 
would be pulling her out of lockup. Irate cies as to why he would be doing 
this. The deputy responed, “So we can have lunch.” mato It she felt 
nervous because he had also made a Ti about her butt. In particular, the deputy 


told her, “You have a big butt.” Inmate stated she again did not respond to the 
comment and they did not have lunch. 


Although, Inmate S a tcc she was not able to pick out the deputy from the 
photographic line up, she did state that if she saw the deputy again she would be able 
to recognize him. 


On March 18, 2014, during the course of the criminal investigation, personnel from the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department's Scientific Services Bureau, collected 
evidence from the Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124 
attorney room. During the evidence collection, criminalists collected evidence from five 
separate semen stains on the interior walls of the Department 124 attorney room. One 
semen stain, collected and processed from the interior east wall, resulted ina DNA 
match identifying Subject Kreimann as the major donor. The semen also contained 
DNA from a minor donor, to which inmate es excluded. 
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During his interview with Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Subject Kreimann denied 
the allegations made by all six of the female inmates. When asked about the presence 
of his semen on the attorney room wall, Subject Kreimann described a time he and his 

engaged in sexual activity inside the attorney room. He 
explained that this had occurred during a training day in which county courthouses were 
closed for a holiday, but Department personnel were still required to report for duty. He 
explained that he had asked and received permission from Sergeant Richard Lucas to 
have his] NE wait for him in the courthouse. During an interview with 
Sergeant Richard Lucas, he stated he does not remember such an incident when he 
was asked such a question and/or gave specific permission to Deputy Kreimann. 


In a follow-up interview with the investigators, Subject Kreimann was presented with 


evidence which conflicted with his statement that the sexual activity with his 
occurred during a training day. Subject Kreimann conceded the sexual activity did not 


occur on a training day, but was adamant regarding having sex with his| in the 
attorney room. a ~::-: to be interviewed re i i igation, 
and no conclusive corroborating evidence was found to Snov a as ever 
in the Department 124 attorney interview room. 


On August 28, 2014, the facts of this case were submitted to the Justice System 
Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office. 


On October 22, 2015, Deputy District Attorney Rosa Alarcon declined to file criminal 
charges due to a lack of sufficient evidence. 


DISCIPLINE ASSESSMENT 


Review of applicable "Guidelines for Discipline" section 


The Department's "Guidelines for Discipline" (revised August 8, 2014) lists the following 
analogous misconduct with associated disciplinary penalties:

Severity of Infraction 


This investigation revealed Subject Kreimann acted and behaved, while on-duty, in 
such a manner as to bring discredit upon himself and the Department. He 
demonstrated a pattern and practice of inappropriate and unprofessional behavior while 
assigned to the Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center. The public and 
Department expect exemplary performance by law enforcement officers, in both 
obedience to laws and their professional conduct. This is required to maintain public 
trust and credibility. Subject Kreimann’s behavior lessened public trust and brought 
embarrassment to the Department. 


Intent, Truthfulness, and Acceptance of Responsibility 


During this investigation, Subject Kreimann was interviewed twice by Internal Affairs 
Bureau investigators. He denied all the allegations made against him. In many of his 
interview responses, he claimed to have vague or no memories of the events in 
question. A paramount concern was Subject Kreimann’s inability to recall and/or 
recognize any incidents and/or events posed to him, coupled with his redundant 
statements that would start with, “to the best of my knowledge” and/or “I don’t have an 
independent recollection”, which preceded a great many of his responses to 
incriminating questions. 


Degree of Culpability 


Subject Kreimann was solely culpable for his actions. All the inmates’ accounts and 
descriptions were similar and indicated a pattern and practice of behavior which 
suggested Subject Kreimann clearly violated Department policy.

ALLEGATIONS: 


It is alleged Deputy Hermann F. Kreimann, i while assigned to bailiff duties at 
Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, engaged in criminal conduct of a sexual 
nature with female inmates. The conduct was investigated by the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department Internal Criminal Investigations Bureau and reviewed by the Los 
Angeles County District Attorney's Office. Citing a lack of cooperation from the alleged 
inmate victims, the District Attorney declined to file a criminal complaint. During the 
course of the criminal investigation, evidence of possible off-duty drug use, and on-duty 
sales of prescription medicine were also revealed. 


SYNOPSIS: 


On November 19, 2013, Complainant rete I 0rt2 to supervisors 
at the Century Regional Detention Facility that on October 22, 2013, she was forced to 
orally copulate a bailiff deputy while attending court at the Clara Shortridge Foltz 
Criminal Justice Center. Century ional Detention Facility Lieutenant Angela Walton, 
7 Sergeant Carlos Jaen, = and Sergeant Michael Shaw. 

conducted a video recorded interview [Exhibit A] with Complainant and the 
incident was documented on a SH-R-49. The investigation was assigned to Internal 
Criminal Investigations Bureau (ICIB) the following day. The results of the criminal 
investigation were documented in the ICIB Investigative Report, 913-00122-2003-441 
[ICIB Book, Exhibit B] and submitted to the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office for consideration of a complaint filing. On October 22, 2015, citing a lack of 
cooperation from Comainn who was no longer in custody, the District 
Attorney declined to file criminal charges. The basis of the declination was documented 
on a Los Angeles County District Attorney Charge Evaluation Worksheet [Exhibit C]. 


ICIB Sergeant Hanson investigated the allegations made by Complainant 

and identified Subject Kreimann as the bailiff whom Complainant| as 
alleged to have orally copulated. During the course of the criminal investigation, five 
female inmates were identified who alleged varying degrees of sexual misconduct 
and/or inappropriate behavior on the part of Subject Kreimann. All five inmates 
appeared in court on various dates, from November, 2012 through February, 2014, at 
Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124. The following 
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allegations, in chronological order, were made by the five inmates, independent of one 
another. 


inmate BE cE Book Pages 18-20 


Inmate Movement Records revealed Complainant Inmate ina five court 
appearances from November 7, 2012, through January 3, 2013_at Clara Shortridge 
Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124. Complainant who was serving 
time in California State Prison, had been ordered to attend court as a witness on behalf 
of her friend, Inmate 


Complainant aliegea that while in court from November 7, 2012, through January 
3, 2013, Subject Kreimann repeatedly solicited sexual favors from her, and in return, 
offered to allow her the opportunity to visit with her friend, inmate Although 
Subject Kreimann facilitated a moment for her to speak privately with Inmate 

— Complainani{Jdeciined the solicitations and never performed the sexual 
favors. 


IAB Note: Inmate N- interviewed by ICIB investigators 
(ICIB Book, Page 20) and denied the private meeting with 
Complainant 


Complainant alleged during one court appearance, Subject Kreimann unexpectedly 
exposed his erect penis to her. On another occasion, Subject Kreimann exposed his 
erect penis and masturbated briefly, but did not ejaculate. 


Complainant admitted the encounters with Subject Kreimann frightened her, but in 
his presence, portrayed herself otherwise. When asked why she never reported 
Subject Kreimann’s behavior, Complainani(fexplained she did not want to get 
involved, nor get into trouble. 


During his interview with Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Subject Kreimann denied 
Complainant -ications (Kreimann IAB Transcripts, Pages 10-15).

Inmate Movement Records revealed Complainant attended court at Clara 
Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124, on March 7, 2013 and March 
26, 2014. 


Complainant] described a moment on March 7, 2013, where Subject Kreimann 
was flirtatious with her and asked to see her, “Titty” as he escorted her from the lock-up 
area to Department 124. She refused to expose her breasts and Subject Kreimann 
merely, “Laughed it off.” During her last in-custody court appearance, on March 26, 
2014, Subject Kreimann acknowledged her by stating, ‘ what are you doing back 
here?” During the encounter, Complainant lc not perceive Subject Kreimann’s 
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behavior as inappropriate, but described how he used a cell phone to photograph a 
tattoo on her left arm. 


During his interview with Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Subject Kreimann denied 
Complainant a!iegations (Kreimann IABTranscripts, Pages 15-16).

Inmate Movement Records revealed Complainant attended court at Clara 
Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124, on October 22, 2013 and 
November 5, 2013. 


Complainant atiegea that during her court appearance on October 22, 2013, 
she and Subject Kreimann exchanged normal conversation as he escorted her from the 
14" floor lock-up to Department 124. After her court appearance, Subject Kreimann 
took her to the attorney room adjacent to Department 124, where he asked her to 
expose her, “Private parts.” She complied by dropping her pants and lifting her shirt 
above her breasts. At Subject Kreimann’s instruction, she turned in a circle as he 
looked at her. She then replaced her clothing and took a seat in a chair, while Subject 
Kreimann handcuffed her right hand to a metal ring affixed to the wall. He then asked 
her to orally copulate him, to which she complied. Subject Kreimann ejaculated into her 
mouth, then instructed her to spit his semen into a napkin and rinse her mouth with a 
small bottle of mouthwash. Subject Kreimann retained both the napkin and mouthwash. 
He would later write down her booking number and offer to place twenty dollars on 
Complainant EE inmate account. 


IAB Note: inmate fi inmate Account Information revealed a 
single deposit, in the amount of twenty dollars, was made on 
November 9, 2013, by the de ositor, ad Mr. 
was later identified as thea of Complainant 


During Complainant] next court appearance on November 5, 2013, she 
again spoke with Subject Kreimann and he apologized for not depositing money into her 
account. The interaction was otherwise uneventful. 


When asked why she complied with Subject Kreimann’s request for oral sex, 
Complainant offered little explanation except to say, “Honestly, | didn’t think 
about it, | just did it.” She added however, she believed that had she refused, Subject 
Kreimann would, “Put another case on her.” 


When asked why she delayed reporting the incident to Department supervisors, she 


explained she just grew tired of what she perceived as negative treatment at Century 
Regional Detention Facility. 
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After the incident, and before reporting the incident to Department supervisors 
Complainant confided in two fellow inmates, — am 
ae es a to what had occurred. 

Witness lg told investigators (ICIB - ogi 4) she saw Complainant aaa 


in the court lock-up following Complainant ppearance in Department 124. 
Complainant eared upset and uttered, “Stupid cop touched me.” Based 
body language and gestures, Witness| believed 


meant a deputy had touched her breast. Witness | 
i E nor were details offered. 


cell mate at Century Regional Detention Facility and that Complainant 
told her a deputy at court made her give him oral sex. Witness 

related details of the incident, such as the deputy ejaculated in her mouth, then made 
her rinse with mouthwash. 


During his interviews with investigators from both Internal Criminal Investigations 
Bureau and Internal Affairs Bureau, Subject Kreimann denied Complainant 
allegations (Kreimann IAB Transcripts, Pages 16-18. ICIB Book Pages 8-9). 


Inmate| ICIB Book, Pages 16, 17. 


Inmate Movement Records revealed Complainant attended court at Clara 
Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124 on five occasions, from 
November 8, 2013, through March 26, 2014. 


Complainant ii alleged that on one court date, possibly January 24, 2014, Subject 
Kreimann escorted her from the lock-up area to the Department 124 attorney room, 
where he handcuffed one of her hands to the wall. He left her for a brief period, then 
returned, stood in front of her, groped his crotch, and commented something to the 
effect of, “Oh my God, come on, let's try it.” His request was not specific, but 
Complainant believed it was an inferred solicitation for sex. Complainant 
brushed him off, declined his request, and commented she needed to go to court. 


On a second court date, February 20, 2014, Subject Kreimann escorted Complainant 

from the Department 124 lock-up to the 14" floor main lock-up. On the stairway 
landing, Subject Kreimann searched Complainant [iby running his hands over her 
clothes, while cupping her breasts and vagina. He quickly stopped and said, “Whoa.” 
He then instructed her to continue toward the lock-up area without him. 


During his interview with Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Subject Kreimann denied 
Complainant allegations (Kreimann IAB Transcripts, Pages 18-20). 
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inmate Il EO ICIB Book, Pages 10, 11. 


Inmate Movement Records revealed Complainant if attended court at Clara 
Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124 on eleven occasions from 
August 21, 2013, through March 11, 2014. 


Complainant {i alleged that on one of her court dates, Subject Kreimann escorted 
her from the lock-up to Department 124. While walking behind her, he made flirtatious 
comments about her make-up, and how she was attractive. She also believed he was 
looking at her buttocks when he commented, “Look what you made me do.” She turned 
and saw a bulge in his pants, which she recognized as an erection. Later, she was 
seated in the Department 124 attorney room, with one wrist handcuffed to the wall, 
when Subject Kreimann entered. He stood in front of her, placed his hand on his pants 
zipper and asked if she was ready. She understood this gesture and comment to mean 
he wanted her to perform oral sex on him. Complainan isas shocked, but tried to 
laugh it off by stating, “Man, quit playing.” Subject Kreimann appeared to laugh it off as 
well and there was no further incident. 


On a subsequent court date, March 11, 2014, Complainani{fJobserved Subject 

Kreimann interact with an unknown female inmate in the lock-up area. She heard 

Subject Kreimann tell the unknown female, “I can’t flirt with you no more.” Complainant 
did not know the context of that comment. 


IAB Note: On March 4, 2014, one week prior to the comment with the 
unknown inmate, Subject Kreimann had been interviewed by 


Internal Criminal Investigation Bureau investigators regarding 
Complainant I llegations. 


During his interview with Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Subject Kreimann denied 
Complainant] !egations (Kreimann IAB Transcripts, Pages 20-23). 


On March 18, 2014, during the course of the criminal investigation, personnel from the 
Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Scientific Services Bureau collected evidence 
from the Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center, Department 124 attorney room. 
Criminalists photographed the over-all scene, as well as specific area of evidence 
collection [Refer to Compact Disc Containing 130 photographs, Exhibit D]. 
Criminalists also collected evidence from five separate semen stains, which were 
located on various interior walls of the Department 124 attorney room. One semen 
stain, collected and processed from the east interior wall resulted in a DNA match, 
identifying Subject Kreimann as the major donor. The semen also contained DNA from 
a minor donor, to which Complainant BE as excluded [Refer to Crime Scene 
Investigation Report, Exhibit E]. 


IAB Note: Subject Kreimann’s DNA was collected for comparison testing 
pursuant to a search warrant. Refer to ICIB Book, Page 39.

During his first interview with Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Subject Kreimann 
was asked about the presence of his semen on the attorney room wall. Subject 
Kreimann described a time when he and his ll IE ace in sexual 
intercourse inside the attorney room. He explained of a training day in which County 


courthouses were closed for a holiday, however Department personnel were still 
required to report for duty, as the holiday was not observed by Los Angeles County. 


IAB Note: During Subject Kreimann’s assignment to Court Services 
Division, California State employees observed Cesar Chavez 
Day and President Lincoln’s Birthday as State holidays, 
resulting in the closure of all Los Angeles Superior Courts. 
Los Angeles County Employees did not observe those 
holidays. As such, Court Services Division utilized the time to 
conduct Division wide training, requiring most employees to 
report for duty. The training was typically conducted at 
several on-site and off-site venues. 


Subject Kreimann’s memory was vague as to details, but indicated that on one such 
training day, he obtained permission from a supervisor, Retired Sergeant Witness 
Lucas, to bring histo work and have her wait inside Department 124, while he 
(Kreimann) went to training. At the conclusion of the training, while off-duty, Subject 
Kreimann showed hi the Department 124 lock-up area and attorney room, where 
they ultimately had sex (Subject Kreimann Transcripts, Pages 23-26). 


Internal Affairs Bureau investigators subsequently obtained training records [Exhibits F, 
GH, I, J] identifying each of the Court Services Division, division-wide training. 

Between December, 2011 and March 28, 2014, five such training days were conducted. 
Training records identified Subject Kreimann as attending all five. Four of the five 
indicated Subject Kreimann’s training location as Temple Station. The fifth venue was 
identified as Metropolitan Court. None of the records indicated Subject Kreimann 
attended training at Clara Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center. 


During a follow-up interview, Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators attempted to reconcile 
the differences between the training records and Subject Kreimann’s previous 
statements. Subject Kreimann’s memory was still somewhat vague, but he was | 
adamant regarding the circumstances of having sex with ris 


IAB Note: Both Internal Criminal Investigation Bureau and Internal 
Affairs Bureau investigators attempted to interview] 
She declined to speak with ICIB Sergeant Hanson, 
and never acknowledged several phone messages, nor a 
certified letter from Internal Affairs Bureau [Refer to 
Miscellaneous Documents]. 
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After reviewing the training records, Subject Kreimann conceded the event did not take 
place on any of the five training days. During his second interview, certain details 
conflicted with his first interview. In his first interview, he indicated he had not taken a 
lunch break and was released from work early. During the second interview, he 
indicated he ate Mexican food for lunch and that his co-workers teased him about it. 
During both interviews, Subject Kreimann could not provide the names of any co- 
workers who were present at the training in question. 


After reviewing the training rosters, Internal Affairs Bureau investigators identified 
Witnesses Alvarez, Bernard, Garzon, Grey, and Gardner as being in attendance with 
Subject Kreimann during the training days in question. With the exception of Witness 
Gardner, none ever recalled — E an a training day. As for 
Witness Gardner, she recalled working in the capacity of watch deputy at the Clara 
Shortridge Foltz Criminal Justice Center and once nin She could 
not put the meeting into context and only recalled a moment when Subject Kreimann 
introduced her (Gardner IAB Transcripts, Pages 9-10). 


Internal Affairs Bureau Investigators spoke with Retired Sergeant Witness Lucas, who 
recalled working with Subject Kreimann. He did not specifically remember Subject 
Kreimann asking permission to bring histo work and acknowledged it would have 
been a unique request. He added however, if presented with such a request, he would 
have been inclined to grant it. (Lucas IAB Transcripts, Pages 1-2). 


Internal Affairs Bureau investigators were unable to reconcile the differences between 
the training records and Subject Kreimann’s statements. 


During the course of the criminal investigation, Subject Kreimann’s cell phone was 
seized pursuant to a search warrant. Investigators from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department High Tech Crimes Task Force assisted with a forensic analysis of 
the phone and stored the data on two discs (Refer to attachments in ICIB Book). The 
data included duplicate messages from multiple numbers, indicative of group 
messaging. To reduce redundancy and to create a bank of information exclusive to 
Subject Kreimann’s phone, investigators from the High Tech Crimes Task Force 
extracted information from the original two discs and provided Internal Affairs Bureau 
investigators with a third disc [Exhibit K] containing information exclusive to Subject 
Kreimann’s cell phone number — 


Internal Affairs Bureau investigators reviewed 18,784 incoming/outgoing messages 
associated with Subject Kreimann’s phone number, spanning from March 9, 2013, 
through March 28, 2014. Following, in chronological order, are a series of messages 
which appeared notable, and were addressed in Subject Kreimann’s Internal Affairs 
Bureau interview (Kreimann IAB Transcripts, Pages 29-52). 


IAB Note: Messages identified by name are indicative of the associated 
name/number in Subject Kreimann’s phone contacts.

The circumstances surrounding 
the message involved Subject Kreimann's efforts to meet up at the club. Witness 
Casas never saw Subject Kreimann at the club, never responded to the offer, and never 
accepted any Viagra (Casas IAB Transcripts, Pages 2-4).
